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number loads dumped, 1,026; number loads burned, 412; number 
places where poison was used, 1,665; number traps used, 1,283; num- 
ber rats caught, 2,957 ; number buildings destroyed, 2. 

The poison used is a mixture of equal parts of plaster of Paris and 
corn meal. Very few rats are found dead. There has been no sys- 
tematic work in performing autopsies on rats, merely a careful inspec- 
tion for anything suspicious. 

Report from Seattle, Wash. — No further cases of plague. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Cof er reports : 

Novemebr 15. No case of plague has occurred since October 30. 
To October 30, there were 2 cases; in addition, 1 rat found infected 
with plague.
